for the balance of salary due them 
under the supreme 
court decision. 


This balance 
may be roughly esti- 


mated at fifty per cent, or some- 
thing like $3000. 
The remarkable 


feature presented 
is that Amador 


willbe called upon to pay this addi- 
tional money under 
the finding of 


the court deemed 
conclusive 
by the 


appellate 
tribunal, that the salary 


act is "not an increase 
of compensa- 


tion, and therefore 
not violative of 


the constitution. 


The situation 
is therefore 
made 


peculiar and anonialous. 
The- law 


in question was passed 
for the ex- 


press purpose of increasing the com- 
pensation of these officials. 
Tt was 


so regarded 
by the officials them- 


selves, and by the people generally. 
They were not getting a living by 
the fee system; they expected to get 
more under 
the salary act. 
They 


have drawn the fees fixed under 
the 


old law month after mouth, withthe 
understanding that ifthe salary act 
was sustained they would draw the 
difference when the question was de- 
cisively settled in their favor. But 
has itbeen so settled? 


'The 
second 
point, whether 
the 
change from fee to salary is an in- 
crease of compensation after the in- 
cumbent's 
election 
and during his 


term of office, is the vital question. 
On this matter the court's affirmance 
of the judgment is based entirely on 
the finding of the lower court that 
itis not an increase ofsalary or com- 
pensation, but merety 
a change in 


the mode of compensating 
the of- 


ficers—from 
fees 
to salary. - The 


inference is plain, that if the court 
had found that the salary act did in- 
crease the compensation of the town- 
ship officers, 
the law would have 


been violative of the constitutional 
provision. 
The superior court found 


that the evidence introduced did not 
prove an 
increase 
of salary, 
and 


hence the law was upheld. 


The decisions of the supreme court 


in justices' 
and constables'

cases that went up on appeal from 
the superior court of Amador county 
willbe found published in full else- 
where in these columns.

for each child, payable 
monthly. 
At

petitions have been coming in. asking 
assistance for almost every kind of or- 
phan and abandoned 
children imagin- 


able. 
The board is becoming alarmed, 


and stilltheir sympathies are appealed 
to by the harrowing tales of starvation 
and destitution, and the utter neglect 
of older children who are earning good 
salaries to contribute toward the sup- 
port of their widowed and penniless 
mothers and starving and poorly clad 
brothers 
and 
sisters. 
Two petitions 


were laid over at thej last meeting 
so 
that the board could ascertain if pos- 
sible why two grown 
sons receiving 


good pay were not contributing some- 
thing toward their mother's 
support. 


That young and helpless children must 
be looked after no one will deny, but 
just who the real needy and^deserving- 
ones are must bo looked into veryclose- 
ly. 
We commend the supervisors 
for 
going slow In this matter. 
"Be sure 


you are right and then go ahead, "is a 
good rule to follow in these matters. 
Inthe meantime no one willbe allowed 
to starve 
who appeals 
to the proper 
authority.

tion, is a manifest 
violation of the constitu- 
tional provisions to which we have adverted.

There is nothingupon tho face of the 


record here presented 
to show 
that such is 


the fact, and the finding of the court is to the 
effect that the salary provided for is not an In- 
crease ofthe salary of the petitioner after his 
election and during his 
term of office, but is 
merely a different mode adopted 
by the legisla- 


ture of compensating 
said officer. "And the 


court further finds that the evidence introduced 
has not proven that said act of the legislature 
increases the salary of petitioner after his elec- 
tion and during his term of office." 


Section 192 sub. 
13 of this act classifies town- 
ships by population, and fixes the monthlysal- 
aries forthe justices of the peace and constables 
inthe respective townships so classified.

ment passed for petitioner, and the auditor ap- 
peals. 
Twopropositions are advanced upon the 
appeal. 


First—that this amendment

Ifwithin view of the framers of the constitu- 
tion this 
was tho proper mode for fixing the 
compensation ofcounty officers, if there be no 
constitutional 
inhibition to the contrary, no 
reason can be perceived 
why a like method of 
classification of townships should be other than 
proper. 
And, notwithstanding the dictum in 
Sanchez vs.Fordyce, 27 Cal. Dec. p 39 we can 
discover no such inhibition in the constitution. 
By the constitution the legislature is required 
to fixthe compensation 
of county officers ina 
particular mode, but the method of lixingthe 
compensation 
of township officers is left op- 
tional with it—the exercise 
of the choice of 
modes, however, being limited by the general 
constitutional 
provisions, above quoted. 
The 
constitution declares that the legislature shall 
regulate the compensations of township as well 
as of county officers in proportion to their du- 
ties, and for this purpose 
may (must) classify 
tbe counties by population." 
That the legisla- 


Itis recognized. Indeed ithas been said, that 
the conviction is irresistible, that the constitu- 
tion has prescribed a single mode 
whichmust 
be adopted in lixing the compensation of offi- 
cers of counties, and that mode is to adjust the 
compensation inaccordance 
with their respec- 
tiveduties 
under a classification of counties 
by population,made 
for this purpose. 
Divyer 
vs. Parker 115 Cal. 544. 


The act of 1897 as amended 
in 1901 classifies 
the counties of the state by population forthe 
purpose of regulating the compensation of the 
officers, and 
to this no 
objection is made 
(Statutes 
1901, PP 
(585-687 et seq) 
But it is 
claimed by plaintiffthat section 
164 of tbe act 
of 1901 (p. 7\-i Sub 13) goes; further than is war- 
ranted by the constitution and "subdivides the 
class for the purpose 
of lixinga limitation of 
townshipolHcers of Fresno county and places a 
limitation onthe earnings ofsome of thejustices 
not placed upon others." 
The legislature has 
attempted to regulate the compensation 
of the 
township officers not simply according to their 
duties, 
as ascertained 
by a classification of 
counties by population, butin accordance 
with 
the population ofthe several townships within 
the county," the effect of which is to allow a 
justice of the peace in one of the classified 
townships, one hundred and twenty dollars for 
performing certain services 
in criminal cases 
and to another justice ofthe peace in another 
township ninety dollars for performing precise- 
lysimilar services. 
Itwillbe observed 
too that the act gives the 
justfees all the fees incivilcases regardless of 
population. 


The claim that the act of 1901 is void in its 
entirety is not insisted upon, the question be- 
ing otherwise settled in Beach vs. YonDetten, 
36Cal. Dec 66 (73Pac. Rep IS7). Itis however, 
contended 
by plaintiff that the provisions of 
the act in question violate article I,section 11 
ofthe constitution, that "all laws of a general 
nature shall have a uniform operation;" also 
article IV,section 
25, that "tho legislature 


shall not pass 
local or special laws inany of 
the followingenumerated cases, that is tosay: 
29th affecting the fees orsalary ofany officer.. 
Thirty-third— 
In all other cases 
where a 
general law can he made 
applicable;" also 
article XI,section 5. that "the legislature, by 
general and uniform laws, shall provide for the 
election and appointment in the several coun- 
ties of boards of supervisors, 
sheriffs, county 
clerks, districtattorneys and such other county 
township and municipal officers as publiccon- 
venience may require, and shall prescribe their 
duties and fix thoir terms of offlcc. Itshall 
regulate the compensation of all such officers 
in proportion to duties, and 
for this purpose 
may classify the counties by population." 


We think respondent's 
objection to subdivis- 
ion 13,section 164 of the act under 
considera- 
tion, is well founded. 


A general fee bill(Statutes 1895. p 367) fixed 
tbe compensation 
of 
justices 
of the 
peace 
throughout the state; 
"For all services in a 
criminal action or proceeding, 
whether on ex- 
amination or trial three dollars," but limiting 
the total fees to seventy-live dollars inany one 
month in misdemeanor 
cases. 
(Statutes 
1535 
p.272). 
This act was considered in Dnryer vs. 
Parker 115 Cal. 541, the effect of the decision 
being toleave in force rue fee bill established 
by the act, but removing therefrom 
the limita- 
tion attempted to be fixed upon the amount of 
fees the justice might retain: 
and this act 
thereafter fixedthe compensation of justices of 
the peace up to the time the county government 
act of 1901 went intoeffect, amending the act of 
1897, which latter act, as already 
stated, 
pro- 
vided that in counties 
of tho ninth class 
(to 
whichFresno 
county then belonged) 
justices 
should receive "the fees 
allowed by law," in 
fact as fixed by the act of 1895. 
The act of 1901 
provides 
in the 
fee bill of counties 
of tbe 
seventh class, to which Fresno county belong- 
ed, as follows: "Justices of the poaco, thn fees 
provided bylaw; provided that in townships of 
6000 population or more, any or all charges 
in 
criminal cases 
shall not exceed one hundred 
and forty dollars per month for any justice or 
other officer exercising the judicial functions of 
the justices of tho peace. 
They shall receive 
the fees allowed by law in civil cases. 
In 
townships 
having a population of less 
than 
6000 they shall receive fees allowed by law not 
to exceed ninety dollars per month forcriminal 
cases. 
They shall receive the fees allowed 
by 
law incivilcases."
